HANKOW, China, Oct. 17.—The im- 


perial government began aggressive 
preparations for the recapture of Han-| 
kow and Wu Chang today. The first 
trainload of troops from the north, 
arrived on the scene and camped north 
or Plankow. 
Several thousand more1 


soldiers are.on the way and are ex- 
pected to arrive before sundown. A 
detachment of the "Wu Chang garrison, 
which retired from that city when the 
rebels entered, crossed the Yangtse 
river, above the city, and inarched 
inland, probably to effect a junction 
with the troops- from the north. 


Earlier in the 
day the imperial 


naval force in the river was augu- 
mented by the arrival of one of the 
navy's modern gunboats, which carried 
Admiral Sah Chen Ping, who imme- 
diately took command of the situa- 
tion. 
His first move was to assure 


the foreign consuls that the foreign 
concessions would not be endangered 
by any bombardment which he might 
undertake. 
His purpose, it was -be- 


lieved, was to begin at once shelling 
the rebel defense around Wu Chang. 


The Red Cross Society, organized by 


the revolutionary leaders, began to- 
day removing heaped-up bodies from 
the streets of Wu Chang. Well-to-do 
Chinese are subscribing liberally to 
the funds for the work. 
The revolutionary determination to 


end the reign of official- graft was 
brought sharply to attention today by 
the execution of an offiper who had 
been appointed to collect funds for. 
the rebel cause. He^was-caught in a-n 
attempt to divert some of the money 
to his own pocket and promptly be- 
headed.

There may 
be on the surface a sufficient propriety of 
conduct to conform to the general usages 
of society; his Inborn nature may be con- 
cealed by.a veneer, but underneath is the 
real man with all his aversions to bo em- 
ployed in every emergency. ' 


SHOULD USE CARE. 


"Therefore, if we desire to lessen crime 


insanity arid other forms of degeneracy 
we should hesitate to accept the-low class 
of immigrants from foreign and other na- 
tions without due care and consideration 
They are the curse of the country..-. More 
than one generation would be required 
despite the most favorable conditions, so- 
cial and religious,1 to transform a man 
ether than he is; it would, indeed, require 
fully three or four generations to eliminate 
the tendencies of a certain class of, immi- 
grants and make them industrious, peace- 
ful and law-abiding citizens. 


"The tide 
of immigration, • therefore, 


must be checked by a careful and search- 
ing inspection Into the mental and phys- 
ical condition of all those landing In the 
country, by a competent physician dele- 
gated for the purpose. Too many of these 
foreigners carry - in them the germs of 
criminal tendencies that spring from de- 
generacy, insanity and social diseases, and 
these are liable to sprout up under given 
circumstances and cast around them their 
baneful Influence." 


REFECT CONGENITAL. 


Dr. Phelan stated that fully 1 per cent 


of the population • is either Insane or de- 
fective from birth and that "these condi- 
tions, are Increasing at a rate much faster 
than the rate of the increase of our popu- 
lation."

"Tha weakling, the ne'er-do-well and 


the fool rear in the hovel and in the slums 
larger families than do' tHe healthier, 
stronger and more intelligent'class of :clti- 
zens, in more comfortable- homes,"-""Dr.

Consistency and the Raisin Growers. 


A citrus belt contemporary, which inveighs fiercely, against 


capitalistic and industrial combinations and wants the tariff revised 
downward, congratulates the raisin growers on the-revival of .the 
organization which formerly essayed to control prices and the 
volume of the raisin output The same journal applauds the walnut, 
orange and lemon growers for combining for higher prices and a 
centralized system of marketing. 


Perhaps it would not be so^flarnbouyant in its attacks on com- 


binations in restraint of trade and the high tariff on .food products 
if it gave close study to the relation the system; it condemns so 
severely bears to the local industries which it desires to foster and 
benefit. 


The raisin, walnut, orange and lemon growers are able to form 


combinations to control prices and'output by reason of the tariff 
on imported fruits and nuts. The combinations ,are effective because 
the tariff duty prevents foreign competition ,up to a certain'.limit. 
That the combinations are in a sense in restraint of trade cannot 
be denied. Any concert of action to advance prices and' control 
output is in Restraint" of trade. Whether such combinations are 
unreasonable and oppressive depends upon circumstances:' ' Also 
the point of view. 


But the point we are aiming at is not the .legality, of. the com- 


binations of fruit and nut growers so much as the tariff which 
makes them possible. ' Our contemporary wants the tariff reduced. 
A downward revision of the tariff is practically' certain' to deprive 
the raisin, citrus fruit and nut industries of the protection they now 
•enjoy—a part at least, if not all of it. With, the protection must go 
the power to combine. If the bars are thrown, down for foreign 
competitors it is useless for American producers to combine in an 
effort to hold up prices and control output. 
• 
'' 


Moreover, the combinations which have increased the profits 


of viticulturists, citrus fruit producers and nut growers cannot sur- 
vive if the anti-trust laws are construed to mean that all combina- 
tions in restraint of trade, however-small or justified by. conditions, 
are illegal and should be suppressed. The^raisiti men believe .it is 
all right for them to pool their product and place the whole busi- 
ness of marketing in the hands of an agent or committee with power 
to fix prices and the terms of sale and delivery, but they are equally 
convinced that it is wrong for lumber men, canners and meat pack- 
ers to do the same thing. What is sauce for the goose is, poison to 
the gander. 


The man who rails at the tariff because it permits combina- 


tions to be formed behind its shelter is" inconsistent and absurd 
when he enters into a combination beneath' its protecting wing. 
However, this contradiction is very common in California just now. 


General Hancock said the tariff was a local issue. And a per- 


sonal issue, he might have added. The desire to buy cheap is as 
strong as the desire to sell dear. The men who are combining to 
sell dear behind the wall of tariff protection want other :combines 
broken up as criminal conspiracies in restraint of trade, and they 
also want the tariff which makes them possible broken down.only 
in the places which prevent the protected tariff reformers from buy- 
ing in the cheapest market. But when the protection wall is knocked 
down, if it eve-r should be, it will not be knocked down in selected 
places, but will be overthrown all along the line. The government 
will not keep a special line of protection goods exclusively for 
California. 


A happy selection •was made when M. H. de Young was ap- 


pointed commissioner to represent the Panama-Pacific exposition 
in the Orient. A man better fitted for the task could not be found. 
Mr. de Young is not only a man of energy and perspicacity, but-he 
has had an experience in exposition matters that will be invaluable to 
him and the San Francisco fair. As director-general of the Mid- 
winter Fair he made a reputation that has reached to the ends of 
the earth. Wherever he goes he will meet men who placed exhibits 
at the Midwinter Fair, and one may be sure that he will turn those 
acquaintances to advantage. The fact that he is the proprietor pi,a 
great newspaper will also serve him.in good stead. The dignity of 
high station counts for a great deal in the Orient. But independent 
of these considerations, Mr. de Young is an organizer of signal 
capacity. It was his faculty for organization and enlisting support 
that made the Midwinter Fair a success under conditions which 
seemed at first to preclude the possibility of success. • Mr. de Young 
will give an equally good account of -himself as commissioner for 
the Panama-Pacific exposition. 


Singular Indifference of Voters.. 


The Visalia Times remarks that only 28 per cent of the regis- 


tered voters of Visalia voted at- the special election, and adds that 
"bringing the government back to the people" appears to. mean 
handing it over to a minority. Not more than half a vote was 
polled anywhere, and in some counties the vote cast was as low as 
25 per cent of the registration. Our Visalia contemporary regards 
the showing as discouraging- in some aspects. 
It proves .that the 


voters as a body take more interest in candidates than they, do in 
principles. On this head the Hanford Sentinel says: 


"Here in the city of Hanford with its four precincts .which have 


a combined registration of .1329, there was a total of 474 votes cast, 
a little more than one-third of an expression. That is getting the 
voice of 'the people' with a vengeance, isn't it? Yet 'the people' 
will rule. The Sentinel believes that the people ought to rule^ and 
that those who have the disposition to vote are 'the people.' If we 
can help secure an amendment -to the constitution which will dis- 
franchise for a term of five years any elector who fails to vote at a 
State election without a certified valid excuse, we shall have our 
cup of happiness filled. A study of the returns of the whole State 
on the election held Tuesday will show that the electorate is as in- 
competent to enact direct legislation as a mortar mixed is incom- 
petent to aviate an aeroplane over the' summit of the Sierra 'Nevada' 
mountains.. . There is as much comedy in what happened Tuesday, 
as there is tragedy, and time will show that there is some tragedy.'" 


But what avails it to complain? The die, is cast. If the electors 


refuse to vote it is their fault; still their neglect to yote proves that 
they were not very anxious to legislate directly. It is a matter of 
concern, though, that a 'majority of the voters should manifest, such 
indifference when questions of the gravest moment were at stake. 
It is this indifference that makes direct legislation farcical.- 


The story that German capitalists are preparing to build a canal 


across the isthmus of Nicaragua must be taken with a large grain 
of salt. It may be that a light draft canal into Lake Nicaragua is 
projected, but a waterway at that character cannot affect inter- 
oceanic traffic. Its -cost would be so great that it is doubtful if the 
local business it would develop %vould pay interest on the capital in- 
vested. It is safe to say that the Panama canal will 'be safe from

competition for many years to come. Private capital is not likely 
to undertake the tremendous task of constructing a competing 
waterway. 


Had not John R. Walsh been prominent in the financial world 


his case would not have attracted general attention. The magni- 
tude of his operations and the huge sums he, criminally appropri- 
ated to his own use bring his parole into controversy. It is in- 
.evitably stated that he is being favored because he is a rich man 
and because mo.ney influence has been exerted in his favor. 
In- 


cidentally some of the comment develops .the view that the law 
should bear down on him with special, severity because he is, or 
was, a rich man. Some persons seem to think that punishment 
should be meted out in proportion to the amount stolen or wrong- 
fully diverted: 


But there are some things to.be said onj the other side. Presi- 


dent Taft very properly refused to pardon Walsh for reasons which 
are'obvious. But the Department of Justice did.not oppose his re- 
lease on parole, because a parole is an entirely different thing from 
a.pardon. While out on parole Walsh is still a prisoner .under sen- 
tence, is still disfranchised and must comply with certain conditions 
imposed by- the parole" commissioners. He is not a free man, 
but is given his liberty so long as he complies with the' parole 
regulations. 


Furthermore, Walsh has made complete restitution. All the 


depositors whose money he stole have been paid in full. He has 
not been released to enjoy ill-gotten gains while his victims are un- 
requited, nor does it appear that he intended to steal the money'he 
unlawfully appropriated to -his .own use. The criminal diversion was 
only intended to be temporary. He unlawfully used money in his 
speculations intending to replace it. 
But his • speculations turned 


out badly and he was detected in*his criminal misuse of funds under 
his control. He was properly prosecuted. and punished for. his 
crime. But he was punished for stealing, not for the amount he 
stole. The criminal" act was in taking money that did not belong 
to him, not in taking such large sums. There is this to be said, 
however: that it is necessary for/ the law to make stern examples 
of men who betray the confidence of thousands and plunder an 
army of confiding patrons by violating the laws which enable them 
to gain the custody of funds belonging to a great number of people. 
For the protection of society such offenses must be dealt, with 
sternly and severely. 


But it must be remembered that Walsh made all the restitu- 


tion in his'power in advance of his trial and conviction, and with 
the help of other financiers replaced the funds he-had stolen. 
He 


is a very old man, past 70, and cannot in the nature of things live 
long. Had he been a younger man he woulcLhave been given a 
much longer term in prison and he would not have been paroled 
after such a brief term of .service. He served only 21 months of a 
five years' sentence. 
.' 


The question to be considered is, .whether the parole of Walsh 


tends to defeat the purpose of the law. Will the experience he has 
undergone encourage others to follow his 'example? " Hardly, 'we 
think. This broken old man, shorn of his wealth and good name, 
living under espionage and the subject of humiliating conditions,' 
cannot fail to be a .warning to men situated and tempted as he was. 
If his., position was high, his fall was great. From a financier of 
great power and influence, living, in luxury and affluence, he came 
to a felon's cell, stripped of his.possessions and his place of honor 
in society. In the'effort to make restitution he sacrificed properties 
that would have made him a very rich man after all his debts, in- 
cluding his stealings, were paid. Let it be conceded that he made 
the sacrifices in the hope of escaping the, disgrace of going to prison 
as a convict, but the lesson of his experience1 is none, the less'im- 
pressive.

LAME MEDICAL LIBRARY 


SAN FRANCISCO. Oct. 17.—The board 


of trustees of Leland Stanford Jr. univer- 
sity yesterday let the contract for the new 
I-ane medical library to bo constructed on 
tho southeast corner of Webster and Sac- 
ramento streets to F. M. Gardner & Son 
for 591,050. The foundation for the build- 
ing has already been completed, work on 
the structure .will commence at once, and 
the trustees expect to s«e the building fin- 
ished within seven months. 


The new libraries will be three stories 


in height and will be built of Colusa sand- 
stone. It will be of steel construction, ab- 
solutely fireproof and of Romanesque arch- 
itecture, having been designed by Archi-, 
tect Albert Pissls. 


It is lo house the 40,000 medical vol- , 
umes now kept in Cooper medical college ] 
and tho university, and will be the seventh

The money for the building was provided 
in a fund established for the purpose by j 
Dr. Lev! Cooper Lane, and it is expected j 
lhax by the times it is ready to be opened 
the structure will represent a total ex- 
penditure of 5100,000.

President Moore in a brief address spoke 


He said 
in part as follows:

his works that he has the enthusiasm and 
the ability and the spirit to accomplish 
results. Now, we are between regrets and 
satisfaction at his departure. Some have 
a faculty for putting .a burr under the 
board of directors, . and he certainly has

reservation of all lands 'for government 
use would result, therefore, in minimum 
cost.for these.two Items. 


As to the form of government for the

Dr. Brooks of U. S. Geological 


Survey Tells of Its Great 


Possibilities. 


The Iron Deposits Will Figure 


Largely in Steel Industry 


of This Coast. 


SEATTLE, Oct. 17.—Dr. Alfred H. 
Brooks of. the United States Geologi- 
cal Survey, who has just returned 
from the north, told of Alaska's re- 
sources at a smoker given in his 
honor • at the Arctic Club last night. 
He. said that although there' might 
not be any more placer gold,camps 
of the richness of the Klondike, there 
is an immense aroa oi' gold-bearing 
gravel. 
. 


"We have in addition to that," he 
said, "several districts where impor- 
tant and promising copper deposits 
have been found. We have also found 
iron deposits. 
It seems to me that 


the time v/ill come w.lien we will have 
a great iron industry on the Pacific 
coast and when that time comes'the 
•Alaska coke and iron will be. an im- 
portant element in steel-making. 


"The time will come when we will 


utilize the extensive', pulp preserves 
of Alaska In making paper. 
The ag-- 


riculture possibilities of Alaska, are 
not insignificant. 
Alaska is the last 


chance for the pioneer farmer. 
Given 
these resources Alaska is bound to 
develop. Alaska needs men- and cap- 
ital." :

COAL SITUATION. 


Referring to the coal situation he 
said: "I don't think it Is a question \ 
of how much coal, there "is, as it Is a'i 
question of how much coal can be!
